the Eci&t of Nants might be again made good, and thar the 
French Proteſlant Refugees be reſtored to their entire Priviledges 
an] Eſtates in France. To this the former an{wered, That thoſe 
Diflerences would be debated ar the End of the Treaty for a 
General Peace ; but the Baron de Lelienroot, the Mediator, rc- 
ply'd, That it was fit that Eccleſiaſtical Points ſhould be adjuſted, 
as well as thoſe of Temporal and Politick Concerns. Upon 
which, ſome of the Party that are againſt the Reſtoring of the 
faid Edit, &c. have ſpread ſome Objections, and Anſwers were 
made to them, which are herein inferted ; and it being not doubt- 
ed, but that Replys will be ma12 on borh ſides, we will rake care 
ro ſend you whateyer comes our on that Subject, which will be 
Publih'd once every Fortnight,

When there is ſome trouble in a State, if it could. not be pacified by EdiCts and 
Treaties, ang oae cond not rely on the obſervation of them, even when they have been 
ſolemnly ſworn to throughout the whole Kingdom, the evil would be without remedy, 
and things forced to be carried on to the laſt Extremities. 

ITT. When the like Misfortunes happens, the Aggreſſors ought to be ſeverely pu- 
niſh'd ; but as ſoon as the Troubles are pacihed by reſpeRtive Words, Edits and Tres: 
ries, they cught to be faithfully obſerved. A:Maxim contrary to this Principle, cannot 
be but very pernicious to a Stare.

2. Since it ſupplied the ſtead of the precedent EdiQs, which were grounded on Trea- 
zies ſigned on bath ſides, and folemnly Sworn te through the whole Kingdom, it was not 
t@ be revok'd. 

3. Ir appears by the Preface of the ſaid . Edi, That it was made when the Roman. 
Catholicks and the Proteſtants had conferred and agreed together of the Juſt, Reaſona- 
ble and Neceffary Things for the Publick Good : So that it was a Trantaion between 
them, as well as a Solemn Ob.igation of the Royal Promiſe. 

4 In.eff-&in the ſame Preface, Henry IV. p: 0miſes to ſee it Inviolably obſerved. Theſe 
are not Terms of EdiQs revocable by their Nature. | 

5+ Inthe gift Article, that Edi& is exprefly declared Perpetual and Irrevecable.

?. Tfie faiJ Edit was alſo confirmed by the firſt Article of the Treaty of Peace 1626, 
of which the King of Great Brictain was Guarantee with the conſent of France. 

9. It was likewi' confirm:d in full Peace by lewis XIV. in his Dec/rations of 1643 

and 1652, asa very Recompeaſe of the great Services he received fiom hi Proteſtant 
Subjett; whenthe Crown was in danger, as appears by the laſt of the ſaid two Declara- 
t:0ns, which gives an Authentick Teſtimony of their Fidelicy.

Finally, If there were no Proteſtants in 5ra»ce, ſuch meaſures might be taken as 
would hinder their coming in from abroad ; but whenthe King was raiſed to the Throne, 
he found in /-anxce, a great number of people eſtabliſhed there !ong before, who had in« 
vioJable Edicrs and Treaties, which His Majeſty himfeif promiſed to protect and main- 
tain, who wrongs no Body who lives in the Fear of God, who ſcrves him purely accord- 
ing to his Word, and who hath nor made himſelf unworthy of the Love and protection 


of his Monarch, ſeeing he hath given bim on the moſt important occaſions; ſignal proofs 
of his Fidelity,
